«| SCHOOL REPORT. be 


District No. 1., (Calef Hill). 

Both terms taught by Bertha O. Cawley, of Hill. The first term was 
visited by Mr. Favor at its commencement, who spoke very highly of 
its appearance then. We visited it at its close, found a young teacher 
very much interested in her school; and should judge, from the exam- 
ination, that she had been very successful. At the closing examination 
of the second term, we were pleased to meet a goodly number of the 
parents present. The exercises were conducted with ability, by the 
teacher, and promptness by the pupils. 

We must congratulate this district in their good fortune, by securing 
a teacher so well qualified for the position. ; 

Roll of Honor,—Gazena E. Hersey, 1 term; Mary F. Osgood, 
I term. 

District No. 2. (Square). 

Susie W. Childs, teacher Ist term. Visited by us at its close, we 
found a teacher well qualified to impart knowledge to others, in a clear 
forcible way, so that any pupil might understand, if they would, but 
should judge from what we saw, that some rather play than study, and, 
in this respect the teacher failed to have that command and decision, 
necessary for the maintenance of what we call good order. 

Second term taught by Belle M. Felker. She commenced this school 
under disadvantages, known best to members of the district. A teach- 
er of experience, and good scholarship; she commenced her work in 
earnest, and had all the pupils tried as hard as some did, to learn, they 
would have made the same progress. Considering all things, the school 
was quite successful. 

Roll of Honor,—Carrie P. Woodman, 2 terms; Etta A. Carr, I term; 
Helen E. Blaisdell, 1 term; Walter Blaisdell, 1 term; Chas. L. Waitt, 
1 term; Thomas T. Lane, 2 terms. 
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Districr No. 3. (Hunkins). 


This district has the advantage of having one of our best teachers, 
settled within its limits ; and, it seems they appreciate the talent of Mrs. 
Livonia M. Hunkins, by repeatedly securing her as a teacher. She has 
fully sustained her former reputation, as a first-class teacher. This 
school stands at the head, upon the Roll of Honor; thirteen of its four- 
teen members have not been absent or tardy during the term. They 
also excelled in their loud and clear pronunciation; in all the exercises 
of the closing examination, not one, but what could be distinctly under- 
stood. Good advancement made, and good order maintained.

Miss Robinson 
won the confidence of her pupils, and with the united efforts of teacher 
and pupils good results were obtained.

Maud M. MacLellan, teacher, her first term. Mr. Favor spoke in 
praise of the school at its commencement; and in our closing visit, the 
appearances showed that she had been quite successful.

Alice L. Knox, teacher second term—a teacher of great experience, 
and rare abilities; she at once became mistress of the school. The 
superior qualifications of this teacher, enables her to instill into the 
minds of the children, the practicable way of using what they learn. 
A very successful term.

Sarah M. Frye, teacher both terms. Miss Frye has taught several 
terms in this district. with good success; and, these two terms were no 
exception to her former ones.

progress which is desirable. We found in our examinations, that very 
good progress had been made, in all branches taught.

Disrricr No. 7. (Stone Bridge). 

Miss Iva S. Price, teacher during the only term of nearly 15 weeks. 
A very pleasant teacher. Most of her pupils were quiet and respectful, 
and made fair progress. But if the blackboard had been used more, 
and principles explained, as well as rules recited, much more might 
have beenaccomplished. It is the fundamental principle of all branches ~ 
of science, that the teacher should strive most earnestly to impress on 
the minds of her pupils.

Districr No. 8.- (Clark’s Corner). 

Miss Emma Thompson, teacher both terms. First visit by Rev. M. 
P. Favor who reports, means to be a good teacher,—school-room nice. 
This teacher has had large experience, and has been very successful. 
Her method of instruction is excellent; explanations accurate, questions 
were analyzed, and the reason for every process given. Good progress 


was made by most of her pupils; some of them were not self-reliant 
enough.

District No. g. (Chapel) 

Miss Rose V. Burley, (a resident of the district) teacher first term. 
First visit by Rev. M. P. Favor, who reports very good order. Miss 
Burley is a fine scholar; and, at the close of the term, it appeared that 
she had given good instruction in the various branches ; and had labor- 
ed faithfully for the good of her scholars; and if all of her pupils gave 
heed to her efforts, they must have made good progress. Most of the 
scholars appeared well, and recited their lessons promptly and accu- 
rately. 

Second term, Miss Alice L. Knox, teacher. An energetic, positive, 
and progressive teacher. She was willing and anxious to direct her 
pupils up the hill of science, and travel the journey with them; point- 
ing out the obstacles in the way, and learning them how to surmount 
them in the easiest and best manner. Her method of instruction was 
thorough, practical, and effective; and all of her pupils who were in- 
terested, made good progress. 

Roll of Honor,—Bertha A. Thompson 2 terms; Natt W. Burleigh, 
2 terms. 

Districr No. 10. (New State). 

Miss Fmma A. Lane, teacher both terms. First visit by Rev. M. P. 
Favor, who reports the teacher a good scholar. 

At the close of the term the teacher and scholars inanifested a lively 
interest in their work; the lessons of the pupils were well learned, and 
promptly recited. The instructions of the teacher were apt and earnest 
and cheerfully given. Evidently the teacher had the good will of her 
pupils; and it seems that the efforts of the parents and scholars were 
blended with the labors of the teacher; all of which tended to make the 
school pleasant and prosperous. A few minutes each day were devoted 
to vocal music, with very pleasing results; also recitations in physiology 
in concert, by nearly all of the scholars. Rhetorical exercises at the 
close of the school.

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District No. 11. (Osgood). 


Miss S. Amanda Edgerly, teacher first term. First visit by Rev. M. 
P. Favor, who reports fine school in every respect; teacher a Normal 
graduate. 


At the close of the term it was evident that this teacher possesses 
superior qualifications. She understands her duty and executes it in a 
systematic manner. She has had much experience in teaching and 
ranks high as a teacher. 


Miss Carrie P. Taylor, teacher second term. This teacher appears 
to have the consciousness that it is her mission to develop the intel- 
lectual and moral natures of her pupils, and gain their respect and es- 
teem by a faithful discharge of her duty. All of the classes were thor- 
oughly drilled, and fine progress made by the pupils. The recitations 
given in concert, in Physiology, also a selection of ‘‘Proverbs,” given in 
the same manner, and exercises in vocal music, were all very interest- 
ing.

Disrricr No. 12. (Brook). 


Here we found a school district trouble of a very serious nature. The 
contention had waxed so warm that one party hired a teacher and the 
other side would not send their children. 

Florence A. Hatch taught the first term,—a teacher of extra ability to 
instruct children. A visit at the close of the term assured us that those 
children who had attended this term had made good advancement. 

Sidney F, Choate, teacher second term. This teacher was hired by 
the other side and their children attended the school. Thus through 
this contest each party had deprived their children of one-half of the 
benefit of the school.
